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ABSTRACT 

The lead article inthis issue describes .procedures 
developed by )a model program for the deinstitutionalization of 
deaf-blind children and youth. Procedures are discussed for: (1) 
selection of participants; (2) coordination and cooperation among 
agencies; (3) identification of community residences; (4) involvement 
of the local educationagency; and (5) maintenance. of community 
placement. Accomplishments of the program and problems it has faced 
are also discussed. The next section of the newsletter announces new 
publications available from Teaching Research Publications including 
a curriculum guide for teaching. dressing and clothing skills to 
handicapped adolescents and adults, a guide to a model work-activity 
center, and assessment procedures for severely handicapped secondary 
students. Finally, a 14-item list of articles and materials developed 
by the Teaching Research staff is provided. (DC)

De4ne±ltaftJLonaaizatlon 



In 1980 the- Teaching Research Division of the 
Oregon State System- of Higher Education received 
funding from Special Education Programs, United States 
Department of Education to _de^el_Qp_ and implement a 
model program for the deinstitutionalization of deaf - 
/ blind children and youth. This project is currently 
> in its third and final year of funding. The project's 
.focua has been on the preparation and traihihg bf 
' \ critical _ communi ty service providers aa _ well _aa _the 
organization and coordination of the agencies 
o£ responsible for providing domestic living .and 
Vm. educational services to children. This article 
oeecribes the procedures developed by the project to 
feoye ^ote^blindT^ individual3 out of inatitutional 
settings' and into community-based living; situations . • 
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.To be eligible for'incluaion in the project children/% 
had to be -listed oh the State Vl-fr Deaf-Blind Regiafa^^ 1^, 
and had to be residing in (or awaiting placemef^jt^inV^ 
state institution such as the Fair view Hospital [ind_^y ' 
Training Center or the Oregon School ^for ''the Blind."* - 
J»otential_ participants were identified with the 
/aaaistance of the Title VI-C Coot^inatbr of £he\Staie 
Deaf-Blind Program* ^ ^yU'^ 

Heetings were conducted with personnel, ^fromr .ifee 
'i Diagnostic and Evaluation Department of Mental' Health. 

JpP purpose of these meet iffgs _waa to eatablisK a 
sV^iteria for -the . selection i_ of ^srticioapte^aScL*' to 
' select those individuals with the highest' liTcellhood 



for successful community placement. Children who were 

PPPaidered ye ry _d i f f i cul t to pi ace in_ _ community 

settings consisted of: those who were medically frail 
(i.e., severe aspiration difficulties ; uncontrollable 
seizure disorder), those who had a history of 
extremely aggressive behavior, and those for whom 
parent a 1 pe rmi s s ion f o r pis c emenjh _cpu_l d no t_ be_ g s in ed . 
All other children were conaidered eligible for 
inclusion in the project. 

An in t e ragericy team sop roach was _emp 1 dyed in the 
final _selection_of project participants. Staff from 
the deinstitutionalization project directly observed 
the eligible deaf-blind individuals in their current 
placements. Recommendations were aought from current 

direct .service providers.. Project __staff^ and_ the 

Mental Health Diagnostic and Evaluation Team then wet 
to reach consensus- In selecting those individuals who 
were the most likely candidates for successful 

community pi_a_ce_ment_. CJUnicaA - impressions. _ and 

professional opinions served as the basis for arriving 
at consensus. Children selected were then placed on a 
referral list for community placement with the 
Children's Services Division (CSD) . 

Agency Coordination and Cooperation 

An important element of this project _ is the use of 

specified procedures i_fo_r _ _int_eracting_ with those 

agencies involved in changing a child's residential 
placement. In the case of £SD, the first step was the 
identification of a child's county of origin . The 
county 6 f origin is that county in which the child Is 
parent(s) _w_ere living at the time the child was 
committed to the institution. When a. .child's county 
of origin was identified, project staff Contacted the 
CSD area manager in that county. Meetings were then 

arranged_ witjr a jl__ appropriate _ CSD staff (i.e -i 

certifier, caseworkers, etc*)- The purposes of theae 
meetings were- to determine the special rate for which 
the child would be eligible (rangea front $230 to $800 
per month depending on the severity of the child* s 
handicaps sS_)_k to identify, exist ingihomea, in_ the_county 
into whic&the child might be placed and to assist with 
recruitment and certification of new placement homes* 

Identification of Cu— unity Residences 

The Children's Services Division works with a 
number of foster parents and group home providers 
throughout the state who are .certified to deliver 
f os t er ca r e _tp sel ec t ed hand icappecL chi Id r en ._ Many _ of 
these individuals , however , are not trained to work 
with severely handicapped deaf-blind children* To 
increase the number of appropriate homes for this type 

bf____Qhi_lcij the j?rpdect__ has deyeippeci__ training 

procedures and conducted workshops for foster parents, 
group home providers and CSD staff. The focua of the 
training and workshops has been on developing an 
awarenesa of the unique needs of senaory impaired 
children and to provide skill training. 

After a potential placement for a deaf -blind child 
is identified, arrangements are made for an initial 
y i s i tat i on. T he f i r s t visit usually in volves a memb e r 
o f : the p ro j ec t_ s t _a_f f ,_ the child. i_ the potential ca re 
provider and the child's CSD caseworker. This visit 
may occur in the child's Current placement or in 
his/her potential residence and is generally ah _hpur 
o r _ two in iengt h . : _ 1 1 s_ purpos < e is t o a 1 1 o w_ t h e _ c b i 1 d 
and care provider an opportunity to become acquainted. 
If the care provider and Child have an acceptable 
visit and the ataff are in agreement, other viaits will 



be acJjeduled*__ Subaequent visa ta include a two £o three 
day atay in the potential reaidence. The purpoae of 
this stay is primarily to provide the -care provider with 
the opportunity to J.dehtify any difficultiea that the 
placemen t may pr ea i en it . P rob 1 ema arid t ra in ihg_ needs 
that _ t. re iden t i f i ed a t_ t h is_ ppin t_ may _be _deal t _ with: by 
providing information and/or training or by identifying 
another potential placement for the child. If the match 
between child and care provider does hot result in 
placement, the .entire prpceaa ia__ repeated_iwith_La 
different care provider* No child haa been dropped from 
the project because an initial via it or trial placement 
has hot been aucceaaful. 



When placement occurs, project ataff maintain close 
contact with the caseworker and the care provider. The 
project provides a packet of written inrormatibri 

covering such Jtppics as educational righte, 

communication, behavior _ management,: community 
resources and general information about sensory 
impaired children. The project alao -identifies arid 
makea arrangements for the provision of any additional 
training neede_d_ _by i_t_he care _ provider __to_ iwork 
successfully with the child* Training needs frequently 
identified included. Behavior modification techniques, 
alternative communication (aigri language, Bliss 
symbols, etc.) and methods for teaching aelf-care 
skills. 

The Local Education Agency (LEA) 

While_the_piscement_in the_ foster home_is_occuring^ 

concurrent meetings are _ conducted with __the_ local 
education agency (tEft) to locate or estabiiah an 
appropriate educational program arid neceaaary Support 
services needed to educate this desf^blind child in an 
integrated setting- iPubiic _achqpi_a_ have__b_e_e_n very 
responsive when well-prepared prior to placement* The 
State VI-C Oeaf-sBlind Coordinator has assisted directly 
in pis cements for these deaf^blirid children. It^ is 
° * ■ t r °me 1 y impo r t sn t t o mee t and d i a c uaa this chi Id wi t h 
t he class room Jbeacher l u t he _S pec i a i E_d_u ca ti on .Director 
and any itinerate teachers for the .vision and/or 
hearing impaired prior to placement. Theae meetings 
include the State Deaf -Blind Coordinator who identifies 

the s u ppo r_t_ a e r v i cos , in c 1 ud in g f in sncisl _ su ppo rt , 

available to the LEA receiving the deaf-blind child* 
Support services may include inser vice training, 
specialized materials, and consultative services. The 
project facilitates, the intersction and communication 
between the LEA and the care, provide ra* _ The LEA haa 
often been the single greatest resource to foster 
parents for providing suggestions and training for 
working with the child in the home environment. 

Maintenance of Coaa-unity Placement 



After a I child has i been successfully moved from an 
ins t i t u tions 1 p lacemen t to brie in the commun i ty j the 
in vol vemen t_ p_f_ project. _st s f f _ diminishes, but does not 
cesse. Periodic contact is maintained with the 
caseworker snd the community placement to identify any 
problems that may have arisen snd to remain up to dste 
on the_ ststu8iof_theipiscement. .Project ataff .continue 
to be involved in planning for the child 'a future* Thia 
planning takes on critical importance aa the child 
approaches adulthood. Prims ry responsibility for the 
child shifts from CSD to the Adult And Esmily Services 
Division of the Mental Health Department when the child 
reaches 18 years of age; In order to reduce the 
potential for disrupting services at thia point* 
careful planning by all involved peraona ia essential . 
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to date, triers are nins project participants; Of 
the nine participants, four have moved into the 
com mun ity from an institution and currently reside .in 

a home and_ attend: public, school,. A fifth child . was 

placed in foater care to prevent institutionalization. 
Her parents could hb longer care for her and Had 
applied for her placement in an institution. 

The four children that have not been placed in the 
community are as follows: 

C.I ._ _i a s t i 1 1 _ being considered f o r _ p 1 acewen it 
To date, .there has not been a foater home 
developed by the staff*

has been removed from the active list. 

4. J.G. - Very unpredictable arid severe tsntrumming 
behavior has limited greatly the home resources 
available. 

An additional 15 deaf-blind/aeverely handicapped 
children have recently been aelected arid are scheduled 
to _ JLeave the _inatitutip_na _in ttey__s_nd_ June of 1983. 
Theae children will be placed in the community under 
the Title 19 Waiver. 

Title 19 Waiver 



Since the inception of thia project the greateat 
deterrent to moving institutionalized individuals into 
PP^Mpity reaidences has been Fundin|» or more 
cprrecjtiy t _ieck thereof . __ While the _p_rpjec_t__hss_ long 
been sensitive to the financial difficulties of the 
State of Oregon it was felt that reallocation of 
existing financial resources could result in better 

utilization of thuse_ resources. A_ change _in_ the 

allocation of funds would make it possible. to provide 
deaf-blind individuals with a level of care equal to 
that received in an institution but such care could be 
provided in the community. 

Title 19 _ monies _normallyi used by: _the _ state 
institutions for placement could be redirected through 
the enactment of a Title 19 Waiver. The State of 
Oregon haa applied fbr_ and received approval for this 

waiver. At_ the _ .present _ time .problems with the 

implementation of the waiver are being resolved by the 
agencies involved. The project has beea actively 
involved in thia process. Whei\: the problems are 

resolved j > the project will take on major 

reaponaibiJLity for_mpying_ 15 inatitutionjdized_deafr 
blind severely handicapped children into community 
placements using the process described in this 
article.
